By a 1346 law the U. S. Treasury 
can't go into debt for more than 
275 billion dollars. Its curt ent in- 
debtedness is mote than 272'^ bil- 
lion dollars. 


This is climbing. In this month, 


the fust of its new fiscal year, 
Tieasury collections fell about two 
billiop dollais below its leceipts. 
It has a cash balance of a little 


fcs than nine billion dollars. 
Some argue that the Treasury 


could stay within the debt limit 
the icst of this year if it would 
borrow the 2& billion, more than 
the law allows and let its cash 
drop to three billion dollars. 


Treasury Secieary Humphrey, 


however, says it isn't safe for the 
Tieasury to have less than six bil- 
lion dollars in its jeans at any one 
time. Too many unexpected things 
could happen. 


Plugs Bonds 


For example, the Tieasuiy is 


very happy that recently sales of 
savings bonds haie been larger 
than icdemptions. It wants people 
to buy these bonds, moie of them, 
in fact. But they are a part of the 
federal debt. 


Any sudden spurt in bond buy- 


ing or big drop in bond redemp- 
tions in December could conceiv- 
ably push the debt over the limit, 
if it were a heady bumping the 
ceiling at that time. Or, any lush 
to ledeem savings bonds might 
embarrass the Treasuiy if it weie 
lettinc its cash run low. 


The chief aigument against rais- 


ing the debt limit is the charge it 
would "encouiage extiavagance " 
Opponents of lifting thp ceiling ar- 
gue that if congress lefuses to do 
so it would give the already econ- 
omy-minded admimstiation all thr 
moie incentive to seek new wa>s 
of eliminating waste And they ar- 
gue that the Koiean truce "also 
may afford a safe breather in the 
defense spending, piogram. 


WASHINGTON «*— The govern- 


ment announced today th«» settle- 
ment, for $300,000, of a patent in- 
fnngoment claim filed on b»half 
of sev<>n atomic scientists, includ- 
ing one who is supposed to have 
defected to Russia. 


He is Bruno Pontecorvo, Italian- 


born scientist who disappeared in 
September, 1950. He was last seen 
in Helsinki, Finland, and is gener- 
ally believed to have gone on "to 
Russia. His share of the $300,000, 
low ever, will be deposited in the 
U.S. Treasury. 


The scientists who weie granted 


:he atomic process patent in 1940 
had filed <i lO-million-doiUr Mm. 
withdrawn before the settlement. 


Forego Claims 


The Atomic Energy Commission 


said that in retuin for the $300,000 
the claimants agreed to forego fu- 
tuie claims, and that the patent 
involved has been assigned to the 
U. S. government. 


The Atomic Energy Act of 1948 


piovided for revocation of any pat- 


ent to the <»xtent that the invention 
or discovery involved is used in 
production of fissionable matenal 
or us use for weapons or for re- 
seat ch in that field. 


The act provides that "just com- 


pensation" shall be paid upon such 
revocation. 


One of the seven scientists in- 


volved is Ennco Fermi, who play- 
ed a leading role in the develop- 
ment of atomic weapons m the 
United States in World War II. 


I-Nt Claimant*. 


The others ate Edoatdo Amaldi. 


Rome: Osc«u d'Ago.stmo, Rome; 
Franco Rasetti, Johns Hopkins um- 
vetsity, Baltimore; Emiho Segre, 
Berkeley. Calif., and Guilio Cesare 
Ttabacchi. Rome. 


Each of the scientists originally 


held a one-eighth interest in the 
patent. G. M. Gianmm and Co.. 
Inc.. of Pasadena. Calif., also held 
an eighth interest as legal owner 
of the patent. Pontecorvo assigned 


half his share to Eugene Ghiton- 
Fubini of Glen Head. Long Island, 
N. Y. Thus he had only a one- 
sixteenth interest in tne final set- 
tlement.

tions to report on net income after taxes—are running IT per 
cent ahead of the first six months of last year. 


Nearly three out of every four corporations show a 


brighter profit picture in the first half of 1953. Only 98 of 
the firms this year are trailing behind the profits they re- 
ported a year ago. Five report a net loss. Last year eight 
did. Reasons for the earnings spurt this year differ among 
the industries. Many owe their gains to larger sales, reflect- 
ing the general booming business" conditions. But a few re- 
port slightly lower sales this year and still have higher prof- 
its—due in some cases to successful paring of operating costs.

The steel industry running a whopping 62 per cent ahead 


of a year ago—-owes much of the bright comparison to ca- 
pacity production this year as against strike-crippled output 
last summer.

Oil companies who were struck for a time a year ago 


show better profits this year. Some oil companies who had 
no strikes last year are running behind this year. Most oil 
corporations in both categories show better sales in 1953. 


Aircraft makers show the greatest gains—profits more 


than double this year due to the defense spending program. 
Airlines are up this year by 50 per cent.

Other big gainers are railroads, appliance makers and 


suppliers of the auto industry. The motor industry itself is 
13 per cent further into the black than a year ago. Utilities 
are running about 15 per cent ahead of last year. 


Some industries fall behind in the profits parade Coal 


companies were hurt the worst, the industry trailing by 28 
per cent. The drug industry as a whole is ofY by 13 per cent 
due in the main to a big drop by one large company, liquor 
and beer by 3 per cent and farm equipment by 1 per cent.

Now let's check into each of these items a little further 


Supplies of fed cattle seem likely 


to be moderate during: the lemam- 
der of the summer and throughout 
the fall. Best evidence of this is 
the very heavy marketings in re- 
cent months and the USDA report 
of cattle on feed July i. 


Feeding Up Little 


The government iepon indicated 


that U. S. farmers were feeding 
only "four or nve peicent" more 
cattle this summer than they were 
a year ago. and last year market 
supplies were quite small from 
August 1 to December l. 


The largest increase in cattle 


feeding has occurred in Nebraska. 
The cornhusker state reported 24 
percent more cattle in feedlots 
than last summer. The number of 
cattle in feedlots there was esti- 
mated at 381,000 against 307.000 a 
year before. 
Repous from Illi- 


nois farmers indicated that they 
were feeding about 385.000 head o"f 
cattle, or fqur percent more than 
in 1952. 
The repoits from Iowa 


indicated about 901,000 head of cat- 
tle on feed, or six percent more 
than 12 months before. 


For the eleven corn-belt states 


cattle on feed showed an mciease 
of eight percent over year-before 
figure. By contrast, feeding opera- 
tions in Colorado, and probably 
some other western and southwest- 
«rn states, weie reduced 25 to 30 
percent. 


In the three most important 


corn-belt states (Iowa. Illinois and 
Nebraska) the largest part of the 
increase in cattle on feed consisted 
of heifers. Their numbers went up 
from 275.000 in 1952 to 353.000 this 
year. This shows an increase of 
nearly 30 percent. 


Farmers' intentions were to ship 
few more cattle in August of this 


year than they did in 1952. but to 
sell less in September. 


This seems to indicate that mar- 


ket supplies of fed cattle will not 
be excessive during the next few 
months. 


Fork Supply Down 


At the same time the supply of 


pork figures to be 10 to 12 percent 
smaller than it was 12 months be- 
fore. 
This decrease is expected 


because the spring pig crop was 
down 10 percent and a larger pro- 
portion of gilts may be saved for 
breeding than in 1952. 


At the same time, too. consumer 


buying power seems likely to be 
around five percent greater than it 
was last fall. Most factories have 
big backlogs»of orders. Cutbacks 
in automobile production and some 
other industries may be offset by 
nci eases in others. Finally, wage 
increases are giving many families 
a boost in incomes. 


Thus, as the days grow shorter, 


we may have a pretty good cattle 
market.

"They were dying off pretty fast 


for a while," said Dr. Thomas Al- 
fred Tripp. head of the Congrega- 
tional Christian churches depart- 
ment of town and country. "But 
they'ie picking up strength now." 


For two decades, up to World 


War II. rural churches in America 
were closing at the rate of about 
l.W a year. Hundreds continued 
to fall, by the wayside up to 1950. 
Many still are in shaky condition. 


"But I don't think many more 


will be lost." said Don K. Piel- 
stick, head of the town-country 
department of the National Council 
of Churches. "What we lose one 
place, we now are gaining some- 
where else. 


He's KncourHged 


"I see quite an enrouraging day 


ahead, with new piograms and a 
new type rural minister. Rural 
America is going to be 'better 
served by its churches during the 
next 10 years than ever before." 


A big factor 
in curbing the 


casualty toll has been the develop- 
ment by nearly all major denomi- 
nations of intensive, national pro- 
grams to pump new life into the 
faltering rural churches. 


"We've become more conscious 


of the importance of rural people." 
said Msgr. Luigi G. Ligutti of DCS 
Moines, head of the National Cain- 
olic Rural Life Conference. 


"As a result, our rural churches 


are much better off than they were . 
five years ago. There has been a 
tremendous improvement in the 
outlook." 


All kinds of tehcniques. plans 


and strategies have been put into 
action for waking up the sleepy 
little church at the crossroads. 


Social 
researchers 
have can- 


vassed the countryside. Seminaries 
are channeling students into the 
rural ministry, not just as a train- 
ing ground, but to make a. profes- 
sion of it. 


Money Flown 


Financial aid has 
flowed out 


from the city headquarters. Rural 
church federations have popped up 
all over. Conferences and seminars 
to guide country preachers have 
become about ns numerous as 
weeks in the year. 


"Rural life today is changing 


more rapidly than any other seg- 
ment of our population," said Dr. 
H. S. Randolph, head of the town- 
country board of the Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S.A. 


"We have to keep with it, and 


know what it is doing in order to 
serve it in adequate measure."

vehicle is used. 


4. Leaving the scene of an acci- 


dent involving death or personal

5. Perjury or the making of a

driving committed within a period 
of twelve months. 


In addition to these grounds, in 


any serious cases where these of- 
fenses were committed but where 
convictions have not occurred, as 
where there has been no prosecu- 
tion, or the trial has been delayed 
or otherwise, the license may be 
revoked by the Secretary of State. 
There are also additional grounds 
on which the Secretary of State 
might revoke a license. These are: 


1. Three convictions in 12 months 


of serious offenses indicating dis- 
respect for traffic laws and dis- 
regard for highway 
safety (in- 


cluding three convictions of speed- 
ing). 


2. Habitually reckless or negli- 


gent operation of a motor vehicle. 


3. Ineligibility to obtain a license. 
4. Unlawful operation 
causing 


death or personal injury. 


5. Permitting unlawful* or fraud- 


ulent use of driver's license. 


6. Conviction of an offense in 


another state, which, if committed 
in Illinois, would be grounds for 
revocation. 


7. Refusal to submit to examina- 


tion. (Sec. 34) 


In addition to ' these 
various 


grounds, the Secretary of State is 
required to revoke the license of 
any person adjudged to be afflict- 
«d with mental disability or dis- 
ease. (Sec. 33) 


Q. 13. Suppose that a man needs 


an automobile to make his living. 
l» his licence going to be revoked 
or suspended so that he cannot 
drive for perhaps as long as a 
whole year? 


A. 13. The new law provides 


that, where undue hardship would 
result, a restricted driving permit 
may be issued granting the privi- 
lege of driving between his home 
and the place of his employment 
or within other proper limits. The 
law is intended to make the high- 
ways reasonably safe, not to punish 
families for the misconduct of a 
wage-earner. (Sees. 33, 34) 


Q- 14. On what grounds would 


suspension be ordered? 


A. 14. In the answer to Question 


12 above it was stated that in all 
cases where the serious offenses 
(conx-iction of which require revo- 
cation) had occurred the Secretary 
of State would be authorized to 
revoke, even without conviction. 
In addition other grounds for revo- 
cation were listed. Except where 
revocation is required because of 
conviction, the Secretary of Stale 
under the law is authorized to tike 
less drastic action, by suspending 
-—that is, temporarily withdrawing

might be for only a few days or 
for any period up to one year, de- 
pending upon the degree of care-

A. 15. The law provides that 


any person whose license is sus- 
pended or revoked for any reason, 
other than conviction of the serious

court), may request a hearing be- 
fore the Secretary of State. This

be given within 


twenty day in the county where 
the licensee resides. If the license 
holder and the Secretary of State 
agree a hearing may be held in 
some other place.

Experience in the numerous oth- 


er states which have drivers li- 
cense laws indicate that very few 
persons whose licenses are sus-

fleas on squirrels. They announced 
today that DDT has lost its lead- 
ership as a potent flea killer. 


Fleas are well known carriers 


of plague 
and other deadly di 


seases. 
The- Army is anxious to 


find 
a powerful insecticide that 


will efficiently destroy them. 


The College of medical Evange- 


lists' School of Tropical and Pre- 
ventive Medicine has been con- 
ducting the projects. 
Raymond 


Ryckman, head of the department 
i>£ entomology, has issued a report 
showing that three new insecti 
rides are many times more effec 
live than DDT in destroying di- 
sease-carrying fleas and other in- 
lects. 


Their names are dieldrin, 'aldrin 


and heptachlor. 


The ordinary California ground 


squirrel, said Ryckman. is usually 
about as flea-infested an animal 
as exists. So the research techni- 
cians fenced 22 acres of field land 
and divided it into numbered con- 
trol areas. 


First they'caught squirrels and 


checked the normal flea infesta- 
tion of a representative number. 
The squirrels then were released
